LORD PORTAL’S ADDRESS 


The Twentieth Annual General Meeting of Wiggins, Teape 
and Company (1919), Limited, was held, on 19 May, at Win- 
chester House, Old Broad Street, London, E.C. 

Lord Portal, D.S.0., M.V.O. (Chairman of the company), 
said: Ladies and Gentlemen,—The report and accounts have 
been in your hands for the requisite period and I propose, with 
your permission, to take them as read. 

On the occasion of our last annual meeting I was able to report 
an increased volume of trade done by your company and its 
subsidiary companies for the fifth consecutive year. This year 
I regret I have to report a small recession. This is not to be 
wondered at bearing in mihd the less satisfactory state of trade 
enjoyed generally in this country. This recession in trade 
affected the output of our mills, especially during the last six 
months of the year, when a certain amount of short time was 
worked. I am glad to say, however, that this year trade has 
been much better and our mills have been busy and in some 
cases a measure of overtime has been worked. 

I have referred to the deterioration in general trading con- 
ditions during the year 1938, with the consequent smaller demand 
for. paper. This particularly affected the demand for our 
cheaper grades of papers. In view of the conditions prevailing, 
it is, I think, a remarkable fact that the sales of our high- 
giade papers for the year 1938 showed only a small decline com- 
pared with the sales for the year 1937, and I suggest points to 
the very strong position your company enjoys in the home 
market due to the excellence of the service we are able to offer 
to our customers. 


SUBSTANTIAL RESERVES 


I would draw your attention to the total amount of the various 
reserves appearing in the summary balance sheets of our group 
of companies after providing for the payment of the final divi- 
dends; the reserves and profit and loss balances amounted at 
31 December 1938 to the substantial sum of £1,046,046 and the 
depreciation reserves amounted to £954,145. 

As I have already indicated, our paper mills this year are 
exceedingly busy, and I am glad to say that our aggregate sales 
to date are in excess of those for the corresponding period of 
1938 and the outlook is quite promising. However, with world 
conditions as they are, it would be foolish to play the role of a 
prophet. All I can say is that if trading conditions continue 
as they have been for the past few months, we can look 
forward to being able to place before you next year a satis- 
factory balance sheet. 

You will see that we recommend a payment of a final dividend 
on the ordinary stock of 5 per cent., less income tax, which 
brings the dividend for the year 1938 up to 8 per cent. In 
addition, we are recommending the payment of a bonus on the 
ordinary stock of 2 per cent., less income tax. Ther we propose 
that £10,000 be transferred to income tax equalisation reserve 
We also propose the transfer of £53,000 to general reserve, 
bringing that account up to £713,000. 

The Chairman then moved the adoption of the report and 
accounts. 

Mr. L. W. Farrow (deputy chairman) seconded the motion, 
which was unanimously passed. 

The dividend and honus, as proposed, were approved; the 
retiring directors were re-elected, and the auditors were re- 
‘\ppointed. 





CABLE AND WIRELESS (HOLDING),

The Tenth Ord vy General Meeting of Cable and Wireless

MINERAL OIL REFINING IN GREAT 
BRITAIN IN 1938 


Particulars indicating the extent of the petroleum 
refining operations in Great Britain during the year 
1938 are now available. Information for earlier years 
is also included for the purpose of comparison. ‘These 
particulars are in continuation of those furnished in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 2 June 1938 and 


previously. Some of the figures given for the year 1937 


have been slightly revised. 


The larger proportion of the material treated at the 
refineries consists of crude petroleum in its natural 
state and ‘‘ topped ”’ crude. Other kinds of imported 
petroleum products, such as distillates and heavy oil 
residues, are also subject to further refining. It is not 
always possible to indicate with precision into which 
category certain oils which have received treatment 
before importation should be placed.

BRAZIL 
ECONOMIC AND COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS 


In the month following the last *Report in this series 
ictober 1937) several events of far-reaching import- 
ance occurred, writes the Commercial Counsellor to 
H.M. Embassy at Rio de Janeiro. On 10 November, 
following a manifesto made to the nation by the Pre- 
sident of the Republic, the Chamber of Deputies and 
the Federal Senate were summarily dissolved and a 
new Constitution was promulgated; at the same time, 
a state of emergency was declared throughout the 
country and Federal Interventors were appointed in 
several of the States. 


The President stated that the situation of the country 
ralled for the suspension of the service of the foreign 
debt; and on 20 November it was announced that it 
had been decided to suspend the remittance of funds 
destined for this purpose. The Minister for Finance was 
authorised to open negotiations with the interested 
parties in different countries for the conclusion of new 
agreements regarding the debt service ‘‘ within the real 
possibilities of the country ’’; and it was stated that 
the suspension would not affect the obligations assumed 
for the liquidation of payments in respect of commer- 
These latter payments are, in fact, being 
maintained, but so far no date has been appointed for 
the resumption of the debt service ; the Brazilian autho- 
rities consider that the financial position does not yet 
allow of this. 

On 8 November 1937 the Government closed the 
coffee exchanges, explaining that it was necessary to 
improve the competitive position of Brazilian coffee— 
the country’s staple export—in the world’s markets, 
and as it had proved impossible to reach agreements 
with other coffee-growing countries in regard to prices 
nd production quotas, it had been decided radically to 
modify Brazil’s coffee policy. On 18 November a Decree 
was promulgated which provided, inter alia, for the 
‘ancellation of the existing internal debts of the 
National Coffee Department, the reduction of the 
€xport tax from 45$000 to 12$000 per bag, and the 
abolition of the obligation upon the exporters of most

RESULTS OF THE CHANGES: THE OUTLOOK 

The body of the Commercial Secretary’s latest 
Report will serve to show the results so far obtained 
by these changes, which were of such a drastic nature 
that their first consequence was inevitably to unsettle 
the markets: and some time must still elapse before 


their effects can be fully judged. 


Internal trade fluctuated somewhat, owing partly to 
the political situation and partly to doubts as to the 
interpretation and application of some of the new legis- 
lation introduced. Increases made in the sales tax 
and excise (consumption) duties not unnaturally tended 
to diminish sales; the Decree which dealt, inter alia, 
with the sale of goods on the instalment system, has 
had the effect of reducing business of the hire-purchase 
type. The introduction of compulsory contribution to 
the various funds, of itself a beneficial measure, is 
believed by many to have had a tendency to restrict 
retail sales. 

As regards the future, it can be said that the Govern- 
ment’s plans for developing transport and the basic 
industries such as the manufacture of iron and steel, 
utilising the country’s great reserves of high-grade iron 
ore, must, when put into effect, do much to stimulate 
trade in general; there should be a greatly increased 
import of rolling stock and other material for railways, 
road-making machinery and the like. Then the con- 
stant endeavours being made to render Brazil as far as 
possible self-supporting will doubtless lead to further 
large purchases abroad of industrial plant and of such 
things as motors for the aircraft to be locally 
constructed. 

The question of the finance required for all these 
purposes is, however, one of some difficulty, as also is 
that of the exchange with which to pay for the material 
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imported from abroad, and in this connection it is to 
be noted that the delay in obtaining cover in cases 
where bills are drawn is now about 100 days as com- 
pared with about 70 days a year ago. Moreover, it is 
clear that with the system of exchange monopoly in 
the hands of the Bank of Brazil the market is deprived 
of the benefit of a great deal of credit at advantageous 
rates, represented by the funds which in normal times 
are placed by their head offices at the disposal of 
foreign banks operating in Brazil. This, however, is 
a country with great recuperative powers, and any 
marked increase in commodity prices on the world’s 
markets, or an exceptional demand for products of the 
type she exports, would very soon be refiected in 
improved conditions in Brazil. 


ForeiGn TRADE 


Although there was a total increase of 20°26 per cent. 
in the gold value of Brazil’s foreign trade in 1937 com- 
pared with 1936, and the gross weight in tons increased 
by 10-47 per cent., the favourable balance was 
extremely low, amounting only to £1,922,254 (gold). 
This was due primarily to the fact that the value of 
exports in pounds gold rose by only 8-9 per cent. while 
that of imports increased by no less than 35:1 per cent. 

Exports in 1937 totalled 3,296,345 metric tons, 
valued at £42,529,762 (gold), as compared with 
8,108,727 tons, valued at £39,069,043 (gold) in 1936. 
The tonnage of exports constituted a record, and the 
sterling (gold) value was the highest since 1930. The 
unit value in pounds gold of all export commodities 
with the exception of preserved meat, cotton, rice and 
carnauba wax, either increased or remained unchanged, 
the average unit value having risen from £12 12s. (gold) 
in 1936 to £12 18s. (gold) in 1937. 


In the first six months of 1938, despite the fact that 
the value of imports (in pounds gold) was only very 
slightly higher than during the corresponding period of 
1937, and although the volume of exports increased by 
nearly 20 per cent., an adverse balance was realised 
amounting to £1,360,002 (gold) as against a surplus 
of £3,336,941 (gold) during the first six months of 1937. 
This was attributable to the heavy fall in the sterling 
unit value of the majority of export commodities, the 
average having decreased from £14 (gold) to £9 10s. 
(gold) largely as a result of the depreciation of the 
milreis, the abolition of official exchange quotas, and 
especially to the reduction of the export tax on coffee. 


In March 1938 a Decree Law (No. 334 of 15 March, 
‘** Diario Official ’’ of 24 March) introduced the obliga- 
tory classification and inspection of all exportable pro- 
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duce, with a view to establishing definite standards foy 
Brazilian merchandise. This legislation may well assist 
the development of the country’s foreign trade, but it 
is to be hoped that the formalities involved will not 
prove too irksome. 


Imports rose from 4,467,630 metric tons in 1936 to 
5,099,880 tons in 1937, an increase of 14°15 per cent. 
while the relative value increased from £30,065,529 
(gold) to £40,607,508 (gold) or 35°06 per cent. The 
average unit value was £7 16s. (gold) in 1987, as 
against £6 10s. (gold) in 1936. 


The improvement in United Kingdom exports to 
Brazil was largely due to the supplies of machinery, 
rolling stock and other materials for the electrification 
of the Central Railway of Brazil. The balance of trade 
between the two countries, according to the official 
Brazilian statistics, was favourable to Brazil in 1936 
to the extent of £1,276,654 (gold), but in 1937 the 
position was reversed, there being a_ balance of 
£1,051,936 (gold) in favour of the United Kingdom. 
United Kingdom statistics show a_ balance of 
£1,483,885 in favour of Brazil. 


During the first half of 1938 imports totalled 
2,347,132 metric tons, valued at £18,793,000 (gold), 
representing a decrease of 2°66 per cent. in weight and 
an increase of 2°57 per cent. in value as compared 
with the first half of 1937. The average value per metric 
ton of imported merchandise for the period January- 
June 1938 was £7 16s. (gold) compared with £7 8s, 
(gold) in the corresponding period of 1937, the most 
important increases in the unit values being in respect 
of iron and steel, woodpulp, paper, porcelain, china- 
ware, etc., motor vehicles, machinery and chemical 
products. 


Brazil’s chief suppliers during the first half of the 
years 1937 and 1938 were the United States, Germany, 
Argentina and the United Kingdom. The drop in the 
value and percentage of the United Kingdom exports 
to Brazil was largely attributable to the fact that ship- 
ments of material for the electrification of the Central 
Railway of Brazil ceased towards the end of 1937. The 
true position of United Kingdom trade with Brazil has 
therefore, now become apparent, and appears to be the 
lowest point reached for very many years. United 
Kingdom manufacturers, nevertheless, obtained a fair 
proportion of Brazilian Government contracts (for the 
navy) which do not figure in the Customs returns. The 
outlook is, however, far from promising for United 
Kingdom trade, particularly since both the United 
States and Germany have increased their share of 
Brazil’s import trade.

IMPORT DUTIES ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


DUTIES ON ROLLING-MILL MACHINERY 

The Treasury have issued, on the recommendation of 
the Import Duties Advisory Committee, the Additional 
Import Duties (No. 4) Order, 1939 (S.R. & O., 1939, 
No. 562), providing for an increase of the duty on 
certain classes of rolling-mill machinery from 20 pe! 
cent. to 334 per cent. 

The Committee in their Report refer to the imp0- 
tant part played by rolling in the ferrous and not- 
ferrous metal industries, and to the steps taken in 
recent years by the British firms specialising in rolling: 
mill machinery to overcome the effects of the long 
period of depression and to render their products com- 
petitive in design and construction with those of other 
countries. They report that, notwithstanding this 
improvement, a very substantial share of the increased 
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home market for rolling-mill machinery has in the last 
few years gone to the foreign producers, and great 
difficulty is experienced in securing orders in the face 
of foreign competition at lower prices. They express 
the view that the maintenance of a strong and efficient 
industry for the supply of metal-working machinery is 
t great importance not only to the metal industries 
but to the nation, and that the rolling-mill industry is 
now in a position to take advantage of the increased 
protection which appears to them to be necessary to 
enable the industry to compete effectively for a sub- 
stantial share of the present demand and to regain its 
former position. At the same time, they regard it as 
essential that there should be no serious hindrance to 
the metal-working industries obtaining the most effi- 
cient machinery wherever produced, and in this con- 
nection they will be prepared, as in the past, to use 
their power to recommend importation free of duty of 
particular consignments of machinery of a class which 
cannot be obtained from manufacturers in this country. 

In their conclusion, the Committee refer to the fact 
that rolling mills are only one category of the heavy 
machinery used in the metal and metal-working indus- 
tries, and thev state that, although they do not at 
present recommend any alteration of the duty on other 
types of such machinery, they propose to maintain a 
“areful watch on the position. 

The Order took effect from yesterday, 24 May 1939.

Such 
interference, however, is not only the cause of annoy- 
ance to televiewers, but also affects other ultra-short- 
wave wireless services. Special interest, therefore, 
attaches to a publication recently issued by the British 
Standards Institution, namely B.S. Specification 833, 
Radio Interference Suppression for Automobiles and 
Stationary Internal Combustion Engines, which has 
been prepared as a result of co-operative effort on the 
pars of the Society of Motor Manufacturers and 
Traders, the British Broadcasting Corporation, the 
Electrical Research Association and the General Post 
Office. 

In the foreword to the specification it is stated that the 
interference on long and medium radio waves will in general 
be appreciable only in reception in the immediate vicinity 
of the ignition system (e.g. on a car radio set, where, how- 
ever, it can be appreciably reduced by suitable design and 
location of the receiver and acrial). There are, however, 
many important services in which short and_ ultra-short 
waves are used, and it is found that ignition systems of 


internal-combustion engines are capable of causing severe - 


interference with the reception of these transmissions on 
receivers located at a distance from the ignition system. 
Certain other items of the electrical equipment of an auto- 
mobile, e.g. dynamos, voltage regulators, windscreen wipers, 
ete., are also capable of causing interference. 

This new specification relates to the suppression of inter- 
ference of these various kinds. It is primarily concerned 
with the protection of reception at points not in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the sources of interference, and the degree 
of suppression required has been specified with this end in 
view. The components and suppression methods described 
are, however, also appropriate to the protection of reception 
in the immediate vicinity of the source of interference. 


The causes and characteristics of the interference have 
been exhaustively investigated by the B.S.I. Committee, 
and certain methods of suppressing the interference to an 
adequate extent without appreciable detriment to the opera- 
tion of the machinery involved have been arrived at and 
are described in the specification, with some indication of 
the relative efficacy of the various methods. It is pointed 
out that the description of methods is not considered to be 
— austive, but it includes the various methods which have 
been found in practice to give the required degree of sup- 
pression in the typical cases considered. These methods 
are illustrated by means of diagrams and explanatory text. 


It must not be inferred from the publication of this 
ppecification that all motor cars will immediately be fitted 
by the makers with suppression devices. In the event of 
relevant legislation coming into force, however, the guid- 
ance given in the specification will be of consider rable assist- 
ance to the industry, and in the meantime car owners and 
designers will find much in the specification to interest them.

TRADE CONDITIONS AND CROP 


Trade generally is quiet. 

In Barbados the weather has been favourable for the reap- 
ing of the sugar crop; the estimate for the crop is now put 
at 150,000 tons. 

In Jamaica 62,941 tons of sugar had been manufactured 
up to 8 April. Rum bookings to 13 April amounted to 10,348 
puncheons. Leaf spot disease continues to cause anxiety 
among banana planters; exports of this fruit for the 
current year to 15 April at 4,897,878 stems show a decrease 
of 476,375 stems as compared with the corresponding period 
of last year. The pimento market is inactive. Ginger and 
honey continue weak. 

The weather in Trinidad has continued favourable for the 
reaping of the sugar cane, the sucrose content of which is 
generally better than that of the last crop; shortage of field 
labour, however, is reported. Little cocoa is being picked 
and the crop is short; it is reported that witchbroom is 
spreading. Oil production continues to increase, and ex- 
ports for the first three months of this year at 159,102,463 
gallons show an increase of 23,639,247 gallons over the corre- 
sponding period of 1938. 

As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, in Antigua 
11,820 tons of sugar had been manufactured up to 15 April. 
The cotton crop is now expected to reach 230,000 Ibs. of 
lint. The St. Kitts Sugar Factory had made 17,200 tons up 
to 15 April; the young sugar crop is looking well but rain is 
needed. All sugar factories in St. Lucia are working and 
results are satisfactory; the crop is estimated at 7,500 to 
8,000 tons. 

Large areas in British Guiana are under water due to 
excessive rains, and some damage to sugar cultivation is 
feared ; estates, however, are still grinding. The milling of 
the rice crop has also been hampered by the weather. 
Bauxite exports for the first three months of this year were 
51,707 tons, as compared with 50,419 tons for the corre- 
sponding period of 1938.—Barclays Bank (Dominion, 
Colonial and Overseas).

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa: 

Wholesale and retail turnovers at Cape Town are slightly 
better than during the corresponding period last year, but 
business at other large centres in the Union shows little 
change. Building contractors remain fairly busy, but 
employment conditions in this industry at Johz annesburg 
are still rather unsatisfactory owing to the continuance of 
difficulties in composing the trade agreement to replace the 
one which expired at the end of 1938.

The latest preliminary estimate of the mealie crop, based 
on conditions prevailing towards the end of April, is 
27,944,000 bags, as compared with the earlier forecast of 
29,628,000 bags. The market is firmer, but reports indi- 
cate a measure of hesitancy owing to the examination being 
made of the effect of the application of the mealie industry 
regulations gazetted on 24 April. 

Weekly arrivals of wool at Port Elizabeth are about 
9,000 bales. Competition is chiefly for French account, but 
interest is also being shown by German and United King- 
dom buyers. Washing wools and good medium-length wools 
are in firm demand and the market is generally better. 
Virtually all the mohair summer clip is now sold. Quota- 
tions are firm, and the strong demand that has been evident 
throughout the season continues unabated. 

Hides are fractionally firmer owing to the increased 
interest of local farmers and slightly better oversea demand. 
All classes of merino skins are firm. Capeskins are in good 
demand. Most other descriptions are firm and unchanged. 

The wattlebark market is steady, with fairly good demand 
from India and better inquiry from the United Kingdom. 
The position of extract is unchanged. 

Sales of ostrich wing feathers are slow but body goods are 
in steady demand and prices are firm. 

In wholesale and retail soft goods the turnovers in most 
lines are steady. 

Conditions in the secondary industries show little change, 
although some improvement is evident at the footwear 
factories.

h) Spoons and forks (couverts) of pure or alloyed nickel, 
of nickel plate or of nickelled metal (Tariff No. 
579A). 

(i) Plate for the table, for furnishing, for ornament, for 
the toilet, etc., table-services and spoons and forks 
of pure or alloyed nickel, of nickel plate, or of 
nickelled metal (Tariff No. 579B). 

j) Plate for the table, for furnishing, for the toilet, 
for ornament, etc., table-services and spoons and 
forks of aluminium or of aluminium plate, includ- 
ing aluminium bronze (Tariff No. 579 bis A). 


The Decree comes into force on 13 July and replaces as 

rom that date three earlier Decrees, dated 23 June 1933, 
“ September 1933 (insofar as it concerns fancy smiths’ 
wares), and 28 August 1935 (see the issues of the ‘‘ Board 
of Trade Journal ’’ of 20 July 1933, page 112; 28 September 
933, page 435; and 12 September 1935, page 381). The 
Decree does not apply to goods warehoused for re-export, 
provided that neither the goods themselves, nor the pack- 
ings, bear any name, mark, sign or indication liable to cause 
onfusion as to the real origin of the goods. 


For all the articles affected, the indication of origin must 
‘e stamped in the material itself by means of a die bearing 
the name of the country of origin engraved on a single line; 
't Must always be placed on a visible and polished part 
of the finished article, the size and position of the letters 
making it legible; the depth of the impression must be such 
that it cannot disappear by a crushing, an abrasion or a 
Polishing of the surface, or any other process, without dis- 
torting the general lines of the article or damaging its 
ornaments,

Furthermore, the indication of origin must satisfy the 

following conditions as to position and size :— 

(1) Couverts (spoons, forks, ladles, etc.) : 

Minimum length 6 mm., minimum height of 
letters 0-8 mm., for articles less than 8 cm. long. 
Minimum length 8} mm., minimum height of 
letters 1 mm. for articles more than 8 cm. long, 

The application of the mark on the edge of the 
shank (la tranche de la branche) is prohibited. 

(2) Cutlery handles (on the upper part of the handle) : 

Minimum length 6 mm., minimum height of 
letters 0°38 mm. 

The indication on the handles is independent of 
that which must appear on blades coming from 
abroad. 

(3) Other articles of plate (in any conspicuous position 
such as the rim, bottom or base of the articles or 
underneath the bottom for articles having a 
movable or hinged lid) : 

Minimum length 8} mm. for articles of less than 
6 cm. in their greatest dimension, or 10 mm. for 
other articles. In each case, minimum height of 
letters 1 mm. 

(4) Mounted crystal and pottery.—For mounted crystal 
and pottery, the indication of origin, which must 
be independent of that which must appear or which 
may be made obligatory on the glass hollowware 
part or the ceramic (porcelain, faience, etc.) part, 
must have the same dimensions as for the articles 
of plate provided for above. 

For plate and mounted crystal and pottery which 
are silvered or gilt, the indication of origin must 
be placed below or at the side of the guarantee 
stamp (already obligatory by virtue of the Law of 
19 Brumaire, year VI, and the Decrees and circu- 
lars assimilating articles gilt or silvered by electro- 
chemical processes to plated wares). 


WALLPAPER 


The same issue of the ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ contains a 
further Decree, dated 11 May, which modifies the existing 
regulations for the marking of wallpaper, laid down by 
the Decree of 28 June 1934 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal”? of 19 July 1934, page 120). 

The Decree enters into force on 13 July, but the sale, etc., 
of goods imported before that date will be permitted pro- 
vided that they comply with the requirements of the earlier 
Decree. 

Under the new Decree wallpaper in rolls must be marked 
at least every 60 cms. and in letters at least 5 mm. high: 

(a) on the margin for papers bearing printing; 

(b) on the edge (front or back) for all papers, goffered or 

otherwise, not bearing printing, and for all founda- 
tions which may be used as wallpaper. 


EXPORT OF TANK-WAGGONS RESTRICTED 


The French ‘ Journal Officiel’’ of 21 May contains a 
Decree, dated 19 May and effective immediately, which pro- 
hibits, temporarily, the export and the re-export following 
warehousing, transit, transhipment or temporary admission 
of metal tank-waggons (ex Tariff Nos, 614, 568, and 
579 bis F). It is provided, however, that exceptions to the 
prohibition may be granted. 

It is announced in the same issue of the ‘‘ Journal 
Officiel’? that applications for individual export licences 
should be made in quadruplicate to the Ministére du Com- 
merce (service des exportations), rue de Grenelle, Paris. 
A general exception to the prohibition is granted to metal 
tank-waggons registered in France, which are loaded in 
France for abroad, provided that their re-importation is 
guaranteed by a bond. ‘The same exception is granted to 
metal tank-waggons registered abroad, in transit through 
France under the ‘‘ temporary admission ’’ system. 


QUOTA AND TAXES ON IMPORTED SUGAR 


The French “ Journal Officiel’’ of 16 May contains an 
Order, dated 15 May, which opens a further supplementary 
quota for the importation of 10,000 metric tons of sugar. 
The quota is to be allotted among consumers by the ‘‘ Comité 
technique des sucres blanes de Paris.”’ 

A Decree of 15 May, published in the same issue of the

Goods of foreign (non-French) origin imported into the part 
of the Colony not included in the Conventional Basin of 
the Congo are subject to Customs surtaxes in addition to 
these duties.

DUTY ON CHAMPAGNE REDUCED 

Arising out of a Commercial Arrangement between France 
and Hungary, signed at Paris on 29 April 1939, and _ pro- 
visionally in force from that date, the import duty on 
champagne wines falling under No, 133 of the Hungarian 
Customs Tariff is reduced from 160 to 100 gold kronen per
